But as the 
contribution Was made solely for you, and as 
no thought of me enteréd into the minds of 
any Of the contributors, I cannot permit your 
Suggestion to be carried out, although I un- 
derstand it was unanimously accepted and 
heartily applauded by those who heard it. 
Please express to them the gratitude I feel, 
for 1 am truly appreciative of the honor they 
‘would ‘confer; indeed, they have greatly hon- 
_ Ored me already, and I could not accept any- 
thing more. I know I am imposing 4 hard 
duty upon you, but the contributors should, 
of course, be informed as soon as possible, 
and I have to depend upon you to reach them

Clark Recalls Former Triumph. 

The reference to Chemulpo recalls a giori- 
ous incident of the American attack upon the 
Coreaa forts on the SGalee River, where 
Schiey led the charge which resulted in the 
capture of the native strongholds after two 
days of severe fighting. This was in 1871, 
some years before the organization of the 
little cabal in the Navy department for the 
purpose of discrediting heroic officers of the 
American navy in the interest of absentees 
and favorites. 

No One can read this admirable letter from 
one distinguished fighting sailor to another 
without perceiving what his opinion must 
be of the so-called Sampson-Schiey contro- 
véersy. It bears striking testimony to many 
facts which the majority of the American 
people have not as yet permitted to be ob- 
stured. It is Captain Clark’s rebuttal of the 
slandérs of the navy ring. It is Captain 
Clark’s recognition of the man under whose 
command he fought, and of the modesty, the 
courage, and the generosity of that man. 

There can be no doubt at all that if a letter 
similar to this had séefi the light for the first 
time a few weeks ago, when the department 
pack were in full cry upon the heels of the 
victor of Santiago, its author would have 
been reprimanded &s severely as were Dewey 
and Miles. The letter contains the expres- 
sions and sentiments with relation to Schley 
which were so0.exasperating to Mesers. 
Roosevelt, Root, and Long in the utterances 
of Dewey and Miles. 

Captain Clark is a worthy representative 
of the fighting section of the Amefican navy. 
He is as well qualified as Dewey or Schley to 
gtand before the King in that capacity. In 
| view of the récord that he has made not only 
as a fgtter but as a letter writer his selec- 
tion must have caused a great deal of pain 
in the bureaus. - .

HOURS TO DELIVER COAL. 


Insist That Office Bulldings Must Use 
Mine Product the Year Around if 
They Are to Haul It—After Short 
Time Truce Is Called—Dealers and’ 
Contractors Discuss the Situation— 
Girls at Tilt Shoe Factory Demand

For two hours yesterday morning not a 


ton of was hauled to any of the down- 
town office buildings that use gas during 
the summer months. Backed by the coal 
operators of the city, more commonly known 
as the “ coal trust,” and by the Team Own- 
ers’ association, which practically controls 
the cartage, the Team Drivers’ union re- 
fused to handle a shovelful of fuel until all 
gas contracts had been annulled. ; 
Telephones were kept busy for an hour, 
proprietors, owners, and agents of the build- 
ings calling up the coal and the gas compa~ 
nies. At 10 o'clock, by mutual consent, rep- 
resentatives of all factions save the gas 
company met at the office of B & Reyn- 


olds and a truce was patched up ‘until Fri- | 


day, when, if the gas contracts are not an- 
nulled, it is said no coal will be hauled to any 


office building still using it. 
Want Work the Entire Year. 

“We must have work the whole year,” 
said President Albert Young of the Team- 
sters’ union. “ These large office buildings 
must use coal, and not gas half the time. 
We are backed by the coal operators and the 
Team Owners’ association, and if by Friday 
all gas contracts are not annulled not one 
ounce of coal will be haule@.” | 

Among the buildings affécted are the Ta- : 
coma, Chamber of Commerce, Monadnock, 
Marquette, Unity, Pullman, Home Insur- 
ance, Woman's Temple, Masonic Temple, 
New York Life, Western Union, and Title 
and Trust. The large hotels and all of the 
department stores are also included in the 
list. 


Two weeks ago the leaders of the coal 
operators, team owners, and teamsters got 
together. The men demanded higher wages, 
the owners demanded higher cartage rates, 
and the operators refused to grant these 
requests until all gas contracts had been an- 
nulled. They told the owners something 
must be done along that line, and the own- 
ers teld the men they must refuse to haul 
the coal. This the men were willing to do 
if the following wage scale were adopted un- 
der a five-year agreement: Single teams, 
$2 a day of ten hours, with 25 cents an hour 
for overtime? doublé teams, $2.50 a day, and 
$5 cents an hour for overtime; three-horse 
teams, $3 a day ahd 40 cents an hour for 
overtime, with time and one-half Sundays 
and holidays. 

Men’s Terms Accepted. 

These terms were accepted, and yesterday 
morfiing President Young, accompanied by 
President J. Morton of the stationary en- 
gineers, went to the coal yards of the city 
and ordered all traffic stopped so far as the 
gas-using buildings were concerned. When 
the news of their action became public a 
general meeting was called and the truce 


Short as the strike was, the Victoria Hotel 
was unable for two hours to get enough fuel, 
and the men state that the same condition 
is true of every other hotel. 

“This whole business is a game to make 
us buy coal whether we wish it or not,” said 
one of the agents for a large down-town

- Club of Alumnf in the Auditorium last even- 
ing. In a short address after others had 
spoken President James announced his ac- 


4 ceptance of the office yesterday and spoke 


briefly of the needs of the institution. . 

The question of miracles, recently brought 
prominently to the notice of the faculty by 
Professor les W. Pearson, was touched 
on by several speakers in an indirect man- 
ner, but not seriously. Previous to the din- 
ner a reception was given for President and 
Mrs. James. 

Dr. Daniel Bonbright, who. has served as 
acting President of Northwestern, in intro- 
ducing Professor James to the audience, 
congratulated the faculty and alumni on 
the successful accomplishment of the long 
quest for a presiding officer for the univer- 
sity. He said the search was only success- 
ful when directed among the household of 
the Northwestern University. Professor 
James was greeted with cheers and waving 
of napkins. 

‘‘ From Daniel to James.’’ 

The same theme was taken up by Dr. 
Charles M. Stuart, the toastmaster, who re- 
marked on the change from the time of the 
prophet Daniel to the apostle James—only, 
he said, matters were reversed, in that it 
was James, and not Daniel who was being 
lionized. Continuing, he said: 

“James will soon begin to preach as did 
the first James, when he said: ‘Go now ye 
rich and howl for the miseries that are now 
to come upon you,’ for the new President has 
the task before him of attending to the 
financial wants of the university, as well as 
the educational life.

the paper, David D. Thompson. 

Professor Pearson declares that, so soon 
as he can find time to put his thoughte into 
form, he will amplify his so-called heretical 
expressions by touching on new points of 
biblical interpretation. Inasmuch as the 
Christian Advocate has declined to print his 
expressions, he will, he says, seek other 
means to bring them before the public. 
Should his course result in his separation 
from the Methodist Church, Professor Pear- 
son states, he will go in sorrow, but not in 
bitterness of spirit.

Pearson Defines His Belief. 


Professor Pearson's letter, as published in 
the Chr Advocate, follows:

Obristian Advocate. Itis simply this: How- 
ever much my friends may think I am mis- 
taken in my views, I desire to assure them 
that I firmly believe in what I consider the 
real essentials of Christianity and that my 
immediate and ultimate aims are construc- 
tive and not iconoclastic.

J. F. TODD 80 BADLY FROZEN HE | 
. MAY FAIL TO RECOVER. 


Chicago Man's Mind Fails Him and He 
Wanders Into the Country Near 
Waukegan — Walks Ali Night 
Through Thickets and Around Barn 
Till He Falls Exhausted—Found by 
Farmhand—He Was Being Treated 
for Nervous Prostration. | 


With the temperature 14° below sera and 
a bitter north wind blowing a gale, James F. 
Todd wandered through the country around 
Waukegan all night, his mind a blank. He 
was found yesterday morning so badly 
frozen he may lose his hands and feet, if he 
does not succumb to exposure. Todd was 
for years a foreman for the Sibley Ware- 


dered. What happened from that time until 
he was found at 7 o'clock yesterday morning 
is told only by his tracks in the snow, though 
when he did not appear at supper his family 
instituted a fruitless search for him. 
Seemingly the man walked past his home 
out o the bleak country just as night was 
coming on. He soon lost the path, but kept 
on scrambling through frozen thickets till 
his clothing was in rags and his hat swept 
from his head. On he went, however, till 
he reached the farm of James Morin. There 
it was that he wandered around the barn for 
hours. He fell frequently, as shown by 
marks in the snow, but rose and struggled on 
instinctively till he reached a fence sur- 
» rounding Morin’s house. Apparently he 
tried to climb over it, but fell exhausted. 


Found Unconscious and Frozen. 

At 7 o'clock yesterday morning James Pe- 
terson, a farm hand employed by Morin, 
found the man, unconscious, in the snow. 
His haids and feet were frozen stiff and his. 
flesh, where the clothing had been torn 
away, was frostbitten. Summoning help, 
Peterson carried Todd into the farmhouse. 
‘Morin did what he could for the unconscious 
man, and, learning his identity from papers 
in his pockets, drove to Waukegan and noti- 
fied Mrs. Todd. As soon as possible Todd

SCHOOL BUDGET IS COMPLETE. 


Finance Committee Finishes Its Report 
and Will Present It to the 


el 


The Finance committee of the Board of 
education completed the budget for 1002 
yesterday, and the report will be presented 
to the board at tonight’s special session. 
While members of the committee are 
pledged to secrecy, it is known that the 
schools will not be closed and that the teach- 
ing force, as a whole, will suffer no hort- 
zontal reduction in salaries. Decreases, it 
is said, will be made in some instances, 
where the trustees have decided that em- 
ployés have been receiving salaries out of 
proportion to their services. 

“We have made up the entire shortage 
of $1,200,000," Trustee Marks said, “and } 
it looks as if we shall be able to get along 
on what revenue there is In sight. The 
teachers need not worry. I will not say 
that we have made no reductions, but, on 
the whole, the salary list has been exempt 
from the pruning knife.” 

According to reports, nearly all the spe- 
cial branches, including manual training 
and physical culture, will suffer a diminu-. 
tion in funds. By reducing the appropria- 
tion the teachers of the special branches 
will suffer a decrease in numbers, although 
it fs not expected that the forces will be 
cut until the election of teachers in June.

BRRORS TOUCHING THE SCHLEY COURT. 

The Forum for February hes an article 
entitled “ Errors Touching the Schley Court 
of Inquiry.” It is written by Mr. Merrill 
A. Teague of Baltimore, who assisted Ad- 
| miral Schley’s counsel in preparing for the 
trial before the court of inquiry and who 
was the assistant of the Hon. Isidor Rayner 


after he became the Admiral’s chief counsel. _ 


Mr. Teague explains why Admiral Schley 
refuses to accept quietly the judgment ren- 
dered against him by the court of inquiry. 
It is because the action of the court was 
“based upon premises that were funda- 
mentally false.” The Navy department and 
the court of inquiry confounded the nature 
of the latter with that of a court-martial, 
and hence the majority of that court 
reached conclusions which, as Mr. Teague 
correctly says, were followed by “ an almost 
outburst of popular indigna- 


A court of inquiry eomewhat resembles 
a grand jury. It cannot inflict penalties 
or pass sentences. Its function is to ascer- 
tain facts for the information of a higher 
lauthority. But the Navy department, 
conscious that Admiral Schley could sot 
under any circumstances be arraigned be- 
fore a court-martial because of the length 
of time that had elapsed since the war, aban- 
+} doned the ordinary usage and so construct- 
ed the Schley court of inquiry as to make 
it in reality a court-martial. It gave the 
court plenary powers to render an opinion 
which should be final and conclusive. A 
court-martial alone has power to render 
such ah opinion, 

It is the function of a court of inquiry to 
determine facts, The precept under which 
the court acted contained ten specifications, 
each one covering a specific act or series 
of actions. The nature of them is apparent 
from the letter of the department in which 
it is said: “‘ The precept treats certain mat- 
ters as established, such, for instance, as the 
fact that you disobeyed orders.” The pre- 
cept was a reverse indictment. The de- 
partment, without any preliminary court of 
inquiry to determine the facts, selected ten 
matters which it defined to the court “as 
established ” facts, and imposed upon Ad- 
miral Schiey the burden of disproving them 
or exculpating himeeif of any charge made 
ander them. “ The creation of a court so 
extraordinary in its nature, power, and 
methods,” says Mr. Teague. “ constitutes 
one of the chief errors touching the Schley 
court of inquiry.” 

Mr. Teague challenges the right of the 
Navy department, “ without self-stultifica- 
tion and a distertion of judicial methods,” 
to convene a ‘court after the. manner im 
which the Schiey court was convened. Be- 
fore Commodore Schiey was nominated to 
tbe a Rear Admiral he had to go before 
an examining board that his ‘‘ moral, mental, 
and professional fitness” for the higher 
rank might be determined. He went be- 
fore such a board, of which Admiral Sicard, 
@ member of the Board of Strategy, was 
President. “It is a matter of official rec- 
ord,” says Mr. Teague, “that the board 
inquired into all the facts characterized in 
the first nine apecifications of the precept 
as ‘established matters,’ and after care- 
fully weighing them pronounced him fit 
and recommended him for promotion.” 
Furthermore, the Secretary of the Navy ac- 
cepted and approved thig report and recom- 
mendation,’ “thereby reversing his own 
judgment as to Commodore Schley’s derelic- 
tion of duty, disobedience of orders,” etc, . 

If these “established matters” existed 
in 1901 they existed in April, 1899, when 
this examining board met. If that board 
had decided that some of them did exist 
the arraigument of the Admiral before a 
|| court-martial would have been necessitated. 
If they: existed in 1899 it was the duty of 
the Secretary of the Navy to substantiate 
them before the board, That board deter- 
mined adversely to the Admiral none of 
these phases of hie conduct called “ estab- 
lished matters” by the Navy department. 
“ Thoughtful men,” says Mr. Teague, will 
be disposed to consider that the approval 
given by the Secretary in 1899 to the re- 
port of the examining board “ worked an 
estoppel” against the revival in 1901 of 
charges made by the Secretary of the Navy 
in his letter to the Senate of Feb. 6, 1899. 
In view of these things Mr. Teague ques- 
tions the power of the department to give 
the grant of authority it 

The error of thie court of inquiry, which 
was a “ psendo-court-martial,” is, accord- 
ing to Mr. Teague, that it did not “in a 
single instance render a determinate judg- 
ment securely buttressed against the walls 
of reason and logic as a court-martial would 
have done under: similar circumstances.” 
It submitted a report which “ while stating 
certain opinions shows upon its face that 


little or no attention was paid to what in 


law is known as ‘the preponderance of 
proof.’” .Only facts adverse to the “ ap- 
plicant” are given. 

If the court had acted after the fashion 
of a court-martial the evidence would have 


taken according to the principle of “the 
preponderance of proof.” But it is plain. 
that the facts on only one side were con- 
sidered, Hence “the judgment is that of 
a court-martial while the logic is that of a 
court of inquiry.” . : 

It the court of inquiry, says Mr. Teague, 
had acted throughout its secret delibera- 
tions as a court-martial, which it was in

CONSTRUCTIVE CONTEMPT. | 

A Senator or a Representative is at liber- 
ty to say what he pleases of any officer of 
the army. He may describe an officer as 
Senator Dubois did General Wheaton, as 
“some charity boy appointed to West 
Point by a Senator or 
since supported by the government,” and 
no matter how incorrect ‘the description 
may be—as in this instance, for General 
Wheaton: is not a West-Pointer, but began 
in the rankse—he cannot be called ‘to ac- 
count therefor. An army officer, however, 
is not, at liberty to criticise a Congressman. 
Should he venture to do so he may expect 
a reprimand for his audacity. 
seem unfair to some that an officer should 
not enjoy the “inalienable right” of free 
criticism—should not even be allowed to 
answer back when some Congressman falis 
foul of him. Nevertheless, the rule whic 
fetters the liberty of speech of officers is a 
wise one and should be enforced without 
regard to the rank of the officer, 

It General Wheaton, now on duty in the 
Philippines, were to say that the Demu- 
crats in the Senate were advocating a 
vicious policy as to the islands, or if he 
were to say that plans proposed by Sena- 
tor Dubois concerning the Philippines would 
mean, if carried out, the expenditure of 
much treasure and the shedding of blood 
like water, he would say what he ought 
not to say: He would be treating Senators 
eontemptuously and thus committing a grave

Senator Dubois is seeking to carry the 
doctrine of Senatorial contempt beyond all 
legitimate bounds. According to the Maniia 
dispatches General Wheaton condemned 
what he understood to be the views ex- 
pressed by President Schurman in his 
speech at Boston last week regarding the 
future independence of the Philippines, and 
said men had been sent to prison in Manila 
for talking as President Schurman .did. 
It is true that the views set forth by the 
latter agree to a considerable extent with 
those expressed by the Democrats in the 
Senate, but an army officer cannot be asked 
te carry respect for the Senate so far as 
to abstain from criticising a private citizen's 
opinions when these opinions coincide with 
those held by one or more Congressmen. 
If there are Senators who demand this they 
demand too much: 

A theory of constructive Senatorial con- 
tempt such as Senator Dubois seems to have 
in mind is laughable. At the same time, it 
is better that officers of the army end navy 
should be extreniely reserved in the ex- 
pression of their views on public questions 
except when they are addressing their 


ficial superiors. 


KEEPING OUT OBJECTIONABLE TRADES, 

The Judiciary committee reported to the 
Council on Monday night an amendment to 
the building ordinance requiring the con- 
sent of a majority of the property-owners 
for the location in any block, where two- 
thirds of the buildings on both sides of the 
street are used for residence purposes, of 
any livery stable, gas reservoir, blacksmith- 
shop, foundry, packing-house, rendering 
pliant, soap factory, tannery, brewery, or 
distillery. The committee had, by 
specific advice of the Corporation Counsel, 
declined to include any other lines of busi- 
ness, but the Council added elevators, steam 
laundries, and junk shops, and then passed 


the ordinance. 


Whether or not the Mayor shall veto it 
om account of the additions, several con- 
siderations are certainly to be urged in its 
favor. In the first place, the Corporation 
Counsel's advice that only those businesses 
specifically mentioned in the charter as sub- 
ject to such regulation could be restricted 
as to their location was evidently a con- 
servative opinion and attached neo signili- 
cance to the grant-of power “to regulate 
the location” of any “other unwholesome | 
or nauseous house or place.” parts, |
